Review of the Football Scagon 


Captain R. M. Yourrr 
HEN Captain Leech issued a call for candidates early in Octo- 
ber, there was the usual good response which is always char= 
acteristic of the A, M, A, corps. As we looked over the squad 
we missed the faces of several of the past season's varsity 
members, but from the faithful scrubs of the previous year 
men were developed who filled their places with credit. 

On account of school opening later than usual the preliminary games 
were dispensed with, and the games with the preparatory schools began on 
October 16th, when we lined up with the plucky Shenandoah Valley Academy 
eleven. On the first kick-off, Leech behind splendid interferehce ran the 
length of the field for the first touchdown, and from then on the game was 
never in doubt, and ended 56 to 0 in our favor. 

The next game, with Washington and Lee Freshmen, resulted in a 
victory to the tune of 30 to 0: however. the game was harder than the score 
would indicate. 

On October 31st we played our first contest away from home at 
Waynesboro, with Fishburne Military School, and emerged with the big end 
of a 13 to 6 score. The result of this game delighted our followers because 
of the drubbing we had received at their hands last season. Leech and 
Rawlings both did good work in the backfield, each contributing a long run 
for a touchdown. 

The next trip was to Charlottesville, where we met the eleven from 
Woodberry Forest School on November 6th. Tn this game the whole team 
played excellent ball, and it would seem unfair to mention any one individual 
as a star, but I can not leave the game without referring to the work of Leech 
and Brooks. This was Brooks’ first year, and he showed up like a seasoned 
veteran. This game was played in the morning, and the team enjoyed the 
hospitality of the University of Virginia at the Virginia-Vanderbilt encounter. 

Greenbrier Military School came to Fort Defiance on November 13th, 
and we added their scalp to our list—the final score being 28 to 0. Our 
team was heavier than Greenbrier’s, but nevertheless they put up a scrappy 
fight all the way through. 
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The game scheduled for November 20th was cancelled, 
so we only had a practice game and began to turn our eyes 
towards Thanksgiving Day contest with Staunton Military 
Academy. 

The Turkey Day game is always looked forward to 
with much interest, and this year proved no exception to 
the rule. Both teams had been successful, Staunton having 
lost only to Fishburne, while we had not tasted a defeat. 
November 26th dawned bright and clear, and the day was 
ideal for the occasion. A special train carried the A. M. A. 
corps to Staunton, and each school felt that victory would 
be theirs. The game was interesting from start to finish 

RAWLINGS with end runs, forward passes, line smashing, and all that 
goes to make a game of football enjoyable. Just to show the metal our team 
was made of, after Staunton had scored the first touchdown in the second 
quarter, but failed to kick goal, on the very next play Leech, aided by wonder- 
ful interference, carried the ball for sixty yards. In a few plays A. M. A. 
scored and kicked goal, the score remaining 7 to 6 in our favor until the latter 
part of the fourth quarter, when S. M. A. secured another touchdown, making 
the final score 13 to 7. In the dying moments of the game, A. M. A. was 
making another march down the field when the referee’s whistle brought the 
game to a close. We would not detract from S. M. A.’s victory in the least, 
for “to the victor belongs the spoil,” but the two teams were evenly matched, 
and it was anybody's game until the last. 


Now discussing the individual merits of the men who 
made their letters, we make first mention of Leech, who, as 
Captain and quarter-back of the team, had no equal in pre- 
paratory schools. He was a fast. fearless player, directed 
his team with good judgment, and in no small measure was 
the noble success of the season due to him. 

At right half, Rawlings held down his old position. 
Although injuries prevented him from doing his best in the 
earlier games, he finished his career at A.M. A. in a blaze of 
glory in the game against S. M. A. on Thanksgiving Day.

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Stratton, at full-back, was a good ground gainer, pick- 
ing his openings well, and justly deserved the honor of 
holding down his position. 

Brooks’ playing: at right half was of a high order, be- 
ing especially good on end runs and breaking up inter- 
ference. . He was the hardest tackler on the tea, 

Balthis. who played full-back and right half, was one 
of the most valtiable men in the backfield, because he could 
play any position, His punting, forward passing, and 
carrying the ball were of high order, 

In the end positions we find Davis, E.. and Robin: 
son, C. Davis was a good smashing, fighting end, and 

Roginson, C. could always be depended on to stop plays directed around 
his wing, Robinson surpassed his performance of last year, and was one of 
the best ends we Nave had for a long time. 

Barger took care of the position of left tackle, and often broke up his 
opponents’ plays before they had been started. His experience on the scrub 
team for several years made him a most valuable man and a tower of strength 
to his side of the line. 

Hawkins and Rodrigues shared the honor of right tackle. Both were 
tall, rangy, fierce charging tackles on the offense and defense. 

| Hogshead, W., and Robbins at guards made a powerful pair of men to 
take care of these positions. Both weighing close to two hundred pounds 
formed a “Gibraltar” that no team gained through. 

| At center, Sanders, although his first year on the 
varsity, rapidly developed into a most capable man, and 
took care of his pivot position in Class A style. 

Leech, Davis, E., Robbins, and Hogshead, W., were 
all given places on the All-Virginia Preparatory team, se- 
lected by several college papers. 


Fleming could not come out for the team the first 
half of the season, and was absent when the final game was 
played, which prevented him from getting a monogram; 
however, he was used at full-back in several games to a 
good advantage.

Finally, I refer to the men who deserve most of the 
credit towards developing the team—the “scrubs.” If 
space permitted I should like to tell how faithfully and 
well these men filled their part. No doubt next year will 
find most of them holding down positions on the varsity 
for their loyal work on the second team. 


The review of the work of individuals would not be 
complete without reference to Major Roller, our head 
coach. His football knowledge and coaching ability are 
too well known to be mentioned here. His counsel, his 
gentlemanly bearing, and tactful handling of his men, have 
won for him, both at A. M. A. and at several colleges where 
he has coached, the affection of all who know him. 


Major Roller had for his assistants Captains Gallagher and Youell, 
both of whom had played on A. M. A. teams, and had the school’s interest 
at heart. Mr. Landes also gave us a couple of weeks of his valuable ex- 


perience. 


The foregoing review was written by Captain Youell, whose coaching 
played a large part in the success of the season, and whose modesty prevents 
him from doing more than mentioning his name.

The Basker-Ball Season 


OVALTY to a losing team is commendable. but enthusiasm 
for a winning team is a sensation Mtich more pleasant. The 
hasket-ball team representing Augusta Military Academy 
this year has earned a large share of this latter spirit, from 
its supporters. No team in recent years has made a showing 
more creditable to itself and to the institution which it 

represented, and the title of Virginia Preparatory School Champions is only 

a fitting reward for its work, 

A good team was predicted by almost all the embryonic Hugh Fullertons, 
but a championship team was somewhat beyond expectations. Our chief 
rivals of former years were known to be putting veteran teams into the field, 
and the race for the coveted honor would be a close one. 

The call for candidates being delayed by conditions which necessitated 
the occupation of the gymnasium floor by the “Rats,” serious practice for 
the ensuing season was not commenced until after the Christmas holidays. 
The floor was then cleared for action, and the hard work necessary for 
preparation for the swiftly approaching schedule was begun. 

The season was opened on January 15th by a game with the Staunton 
All-Stars on our floor. The boys proved that this aggregation was traveling 
under a misnomer, by rolling up a total of 54 points to 6. 

Our second contest was played at Lexington, Va., with the Washington 
and Lee Second Team. On the splendid floor of their magnificent new 
gymnasium the team was defeated by 4 points, the score being 19 to 15. A 
lack of teamwork, due to the lateness of beginning practice together, with the 
handicap of a strange floor, contributed in great part to the defeat. The 
kind and courteous treatment shown us by the manager of the Second Team 
and the students of the university was greatly appreciated. 

On January 21st we entertained the Fishburne Military School team at 
Fort Defiance, and a royal entertainment it proved to be. Led by Captain 
Fox, who scored the majority of the points, the team gave an exhibition of 
pep, fighting spirit, and teamwork which gladdened the hearts of their loyal 
supporters, and which brought them a victory 25 to 23. At no time was the 
margin of points between the two teams great enough to allow of a prediction 
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as to the victors. It was a very rough, nerve-racking contest until Leech, 
by a pretty basket from the field in the last few seconds of play, scored the 
deciding points which won the game. 

Three days later, on the 24th, we journeyed to Staunton to meet our 
ancient rivals of Staunton Military Academy. And here again a hard- 
earned victory was ours. The first twenty minutes of play resulted in a lead 
of 9 points for our opponents, but, coming back in the second half with that 
fighting spirit for which they were becoming famous, the boys slowly but 
consistently cut down this lead, and the regular playing period ended with a 
tie score. It was in the extra five-minute period that the game was won. 
Balthis led in the scoring with 10 points, and Fox was a close second with 7. 

The 26th found us again in Lexington, this time to play the Virginia 
Military Institute Second Team. |Again the four-point hoodoo was our un- 
doing, and the game was lost 28 to 24. A great improvement in teamwork 
was noticeable and it was a close |call for the soldier collegians. Again we 
have to record a deep appreciation] for the Lexington hospitality. 

Greenbrier Presbyterial School from Lewisburg, W. Va., furnished the 
next contest on our home floor, and they were easily put to rout, being over- 
come by a score of 29 to 19. Jones, taking Leech’s place at forward, played 
a good game and ranked next to [ox in the individual scoring. 

On February 11th we again) opposed Fishburne Military School, this 
time on their own floor. The first half proved a walk-away for us. ut the 
boys realized that a game is never \von until it is over, and were not surprised 
at Fishburne’s come-back in the second half. However, the final spurt of our 
opponents amidst the enthusiasm of their supporters did not serve to keep us 
from a victory, and the larger part of a 23 to 21 score tells its own story. 
Good defensive work by Balthis and Goodrich were the features of the game. 

On the 14th of February we again broke bounds, this time with tickets 
for Charlottesville in our jeans. | Here at the University of Virginia gym- 
nasium, in a contest marked by lack of teamwork and inferior passing on our 
part, we defeated Woodberry Forest School by a 30 to 19 score. Fox, 
Balthis, and Jennings were the chief point getters in this fray. 

On the 18th the Randolph-Macon Academy quint arrived to furnish 
us a contest. The Methodists were outclassed from the first toss-up, and 
once in the lead we were never in danger. The score of 34 to 21 represents

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our superiority, Jones, taking the place of Fox, who was out of the gaine 
temporarily On aceottt of an injured knee. and Jennings, put up high-class 
exhibitions Of goal shooting, 

Following the example set by “The Father of His Country” we cele- 
brated his anniversary by defeating the “enemy,’’ in this instance, Eastern 
College, Putting tip a strong defense they forced us to resort to the long-shot 
with which we were fairly successful. The game was ours by an eight-point 
lead, 38 to 30. 

The next invasion of our home territory was made by the five from 
Staunton Military Academy, a team which we had defeated earlier in the 
season. Though we were handicapped by the use of unfamiliar floor rules, 
the contest was fast and furious. Outplaying our opponents in the second 
half we were unable to overcome their first-half lead, and lost 36 to 31. The 
all-round work of Leech deserves especial mention. With several pretty 
shots to his credit he led in the scoring with 12 points, and his passing and 
floor work were exceptional. This was our only defeat of the season at the 
hands of a Preparatory School, 

The season was closed by a contest with Lynchburg High School on our 
floor. Though both teams were handicapped by the slippery condition of 
the floor, which had been used for a dance on the preceding night, our 
superiority in every department of the game was unquestioned; 29 points 
were registered to our credit to 17 for our opponents. Captain Fox, playing 
his last game for A. M. A., was the chief scorer with 12 points, and Leech 
followed with 9. 

A better leader than Captain Fox could not have been selected. With 
the best interests of the team always uppermost in his mind, he was an in- 
spiration to his teammates, and a man to be depended upon at every stage of 
the game. As a player he ranked high. Playing at left forward throughout 
the season he was possessed of speed, initiative, and aggressiveness, and his 
intimacy with the baskets is shown by the fact that he was the leading point 
scorer of the team. 

Leech, at the other forward position, played a splendid game. Possessed 
of great natural ability as an athlete he was the most aggressive man on the 
team. Quick as lightning he was seldom covered by his guards, and his many 
opportunities for a shot at the basket were usually successful. 
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Jennings, at center, was literally and figuratively a tower of strength to 
the team. His height combined with his jumping ability enabled him to get 
the bat-off from the majority of the opposing centers. His work was high 
class throughout the season. 

A better pair of guards than Balthis and Goodrich were not to be found 
on any team in the State. Balthis, combining defensive ability with offensive 
strategy, was able to score an unusual number of points for a guard. He 
was an expert dribbler, and his frequent excursions up the floor with the ball 
in his possession were a feature of his work. 

Goodrich, playing for the first time on the school team, showed remark- 
able improvement throughout the season. His work was for the most part 
done under the opponents’ goal, and many were the combinations which he 
broke up. With this season's experience he will prove a valuable man next 
year. 

Jones was a man with the ability to play either a forward or a guard 
position successfully. Playing at each of these positions at some time during 
the season he easily demonstrated his value to the team. 

To Brooks, Monroe, Antrim, and Scott is due much credit for the part 
they played in bringing the season to a successful issue. We predict that 
another year will bring them the coveted “A” to reward their efforts. 

The team did not win its reputation as a great scoring machine, for its 
important victories were won by small margins, but it was a fighting team. 
It played best with its opponents ahead, seemingly confident that its reserve 
strength was great enough to snatch victory within the last few minutes of 
the game. The teamwork with few exceptions was excellent. 

With a defeat registered against every Preparatory School played, after 
playing a schedule with teams representing the best schools of the State, it 
can justly point with pride to the honor of being the Preparatory School 
Champions of Virginia. 


We must patise here to make some mention of the splendid coaching 
ability of Captain Lane, the modest author of the foregoing review. It is to 
him in no small measure that ont stiecess was due: his thorough knowledge 
of the game in all its phases, coupled with his undying loyalty and enthusiasm, 
made him one of the best coaches that A: M. A. has ever had.

Baseball Chronicle
